Cut Worms 
Mr. J. H, Johnston of Tongue 
Creek, who suffered the loss of 
several acres of grain from cut 
worms wrote the Department of 
Agriculture about this pest, and 
teceived the following reply : 


Edmonton, June 17, 1911], 


J. H. Johnson, Esq. 
High River, Alta. 

Sir,—-I am in receipt of your 
favor of June 14th, stating that 
the cut worms are very trouble- 
some on your farm, I will first 
give you a short history of the cut 
worm. Cut worms are the larvae 
of moths which lay their eggs in 
grase lands or weedy fields, When 
the larvae hatches in the summer 
or early fall, they feed on what- 
ever vegetation is in sight. They 
become half grown before winter 
sets in, passing the winter among 
the roots of the plants upon which 
they have been feeding, where 
they remain untill the following 
spring, when they devour all green 
plants they can get at. Where 
sod land that is badly infested is 
ploughed in the spring and put 
into crop, they frequently com- 
pletely destroy the crop. The 
larvae charges to the pupae or 
dormant stage the latter part of 
June or the first of July, and 
usually very little complaint is 
heard after that period. The 
moths make their appearance late 
in August or September and lay 
their eggs in September. If you 
plough land where cut worms are 
known to be troublesome early in 
the season, you will avoid the egg 
laying by the lote moths. 

I notice that you are seeding 
your ground again with the in- 
tention of growing green feed, As 
itis rather late in the season, 
probably most of the larvae will 
have changed to the papae stage 
and you are not liable to be in- 
fested with them. The cut worms 
that are giving you trouble now 
will pass into the pupae stage the 
last of June and produce moths 
late in August or September, so 
that the cut worms that are both- 
ering your crops now will not 
likely damage your crop again 
this season, but these moths are 
capable of laying eggs which will 
produce more cut wortns.

These pests are easily destroyed 
and the remedy consists in apply- 
ing a mixture of bran and paris 
green in the proportion of one 
pound of paris green to 50 pounds 
of bran, although some authorities 
prescribe double the quantity of 
bran to the same amount of paris 
green, The bran should be mixed 
with sweetened water till it is 
crumbly not sloppy, and the paris 
green dusted on to it, thoroughly 
mixed, It may be applied witha 
shingle, or even the bare hand if 
only asmall quantity is to be 
used, Many farmers found this 
treatment very effectual last year, 
and indeed it is now recognised 
as the standard remedy all over 
the country wherever cut worms 
become a pest.

King George’s Home Has Lots of 
‘Phones. 

Although His Majesty’s telephone 
number, ‘832 Westminster,’’ can be 
duly rung up by any of his subjects, 
it does not follow that they will be 
able to speak to King George direct. 
As a matter of fact, the arrangements 
in the palace make it impossible for 
anyone to casually call up His Ma- 
jesty for a friendly chat. As the writ- 
er of an interesting article on the 
telephone at Buckingham Palace, 
published in The Morning Leader, 
however, remarks, all the high fune- 
tionaries, from Lord Knollys upwards, 
to say nothing of minor officials and 
servants, are in touch with His Ma- 
esty, who can speak to them in their 
own apartments or private residences. 

Every lady and gentleman of the 
Royal Household, every functionary, 
can be reached in a twinkling. Then 
there are, of course, private lines to 
Marlborough House, St. James’ Pal- 
ace, and York House. Even the school- 
room of Buckingham Palace is ‘‘on 
the wire.” 

There are three  fifty-line switch- 
boards in Buckingham Palace. Two 
are used for the day service and one 
for night purposes, and during the 
twenty-four hours the staff works in 
sections. The transfer of the 
from the day to the night service is 
accomplished by means of a change- 
over switch, eitner in the palace post- 
ottice or the palace itself. 

The King possesses an extension 
from the switchboard to his private 
apartments, and, in addition, His Ma- 
jesty has a private exchange line to 
his own apartments. This is used for 
special communications of a private 
nature in connection with state af- 
fairs. 

Queen Mary has a private line and

This treatment 
saves the necessity of a prolonged 
scrubbing and is far less injurious to 
delicate fingers. What a comfort this 
knowledge will be to the stenogra- 
pher whose ribbon must always be 
changed just about the end of the day! 

You do not have to rip the garment 
to be dyed, except in the case of lined 
coats, Place the clothes in cold water, 
bring to a boil, change the water sev- 
eral times as the old color comes out, 
then, having previously brought the 
dye to a boil in the wash boiler, as dt 
rected on the package, wring out and 
immerse the garments and boil for 
from fifteen to thirty minutes. Where 
your cloth is silk and cotton mixed, 
use first the dye for cotton, then that 
for silk. Rinse in cold water, wring 
gently by hand and iron before quite 
dry. Needless to say, have your clothes- 
line in the shade. 

If overalls become very much sofled 
with paint, place a pound of sabsoda 
in a bucket partly filled with hot wa- 
ter and place the garment in and fill 
op with water. Allow this to remain 
so for, say, two days, when the overalls 
may be examined and scraped at the 
part most soiled, and If it's soft to 
the cloth remove to clear water and 
rinse out, after which place on a board 
and lay the legs flat, Then with clear 
water and brown soap and a scrub 
brush scrub until all the paint is re- 
moved, though a stain may remain. 
By this method the dirtiest overalls, 
some that will stand alone, may be 
made very white, and the cloth will 
not rot at all.
